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Of the Prime. 


The Moon is faid to be primed when ſhe is 
three dayes and eighteen hours old, being then 
in her half quarter and four parts of the com- 
paſſe eaſtwards from the Sun,

bringing Sickyeſſe. 


He Eaſt wind called S»b/o/anxs, breedeth 
' A in cholerick bodies ſharp feavers, raging 
madneſle, and perilous Apoſtumations: in win- 
ter it is ever cold, it bloweth ſeldome in the 
night, and this one thing is proper to it, if chat 
it do chance to bring rain,it continueth a whole 
day together. 

The South-wind called «A»ſter, is of na- 
tare hot and moiſt : it breedeth corrupt ho- 
mours, and in hot bodies cramps, giddineſle in 
the head, or the falling ſicknefle,peſtilence,and 
cruel Feavers. | 

The Weſt-wind called Favorixy, is of na- 
ture cold and moiſt ; it breedeth phlegme in 
moiſt bodies, it procureth ſleep, breedeth Apo- 
plexies, and the like. In the ſpring it greatly re- 
freſherh all things , brings abroad the bloud, 
and the ſound humours, which lay hid in win- 
ter, much refreſhing the mind, Howbeit _

approach , it then grows churliſh both on fea 


| and land. 


' The North-wind called Seprentrio, is of na- 


\ turecold, and it is good againſt the Peſtilence, 


and yet in cold bodies it breedeth pluriſies , 
coughs, gouts, and in ſome ſquinances; yet 
of all winds it is held ro be the wholeſomeſt, 
alchough it be the ſharpeſt in our wigter 
moneths.

Set quick-ſets ,roſe, and fallets in the moneth 
of Februarie. And nozw cover up the roots of 
yourtrees with good earth, which you opened 
in the beginning of 7an#aric. 

In March you may graft; but in planting and 
grafting chuſe a warm time ; wherefore let not 
the wind be in the Eaſt or North, becauſe ſuch 
winds are commonly nipping, eſpecially being 
helped by any aſpect of the Moon, with Sarurs

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or Venus, in cold ſignes; as V/ irgo, C. apricorny

In the end of April, or beginning of May, 
ſet and flow tender herbs and ſeeds in your gar- 
dens, in a good temperature of aire.
